is ready to move along at full-steam again, with monthly 
meetings and community events on the horizon. Starting 
in January, there will be a 7:00 pm meeting on the first 
Thursday of each month, where group members can 
socialize and talk about how to serve their community 
again. 

The Rochester Women's Club wants "to regroup 
and get the club noticed again,'' said Ms. Hartley, who 
is the third generation in her family to run the Women's 
Club - her aunt was once the Club president, and her 
grandmother, Katherine Hartley, was the founding 
president. "We want to let the public know that the annex 
belongs to the Women's Club," she continued. The annex 
is currently used by the Rochester Town Hall, but it is 
owned by the Rochester Women's Club, which is one of 
the only women's clubs in the country to actually own its 
own clubhouse. 

The Clubhouse was originally the Men's Athletic 
Clubhouse, and was the place in Rochester for billiards, 
basketball, baseball, and even bowling. In 1928, a 
Women's Auxiliary Club was created and the Rochester 
Women's Club developed from there. 

The Clubhouse is itself an antique and was built 
with lumber from the Hartley sawmill. It may not be 
glossy with new amenities, but it is homey, and lovingly 
maintained. "I vacuum, vacuum, vacuum," laughed 
Ms. Boutin, who helped carefully clean and arrange the 
Clubhouse in preparation for the antique appraisal event.

There was a spread of home-baked goodies, some wreaths 
made by Club members, and a white elephant table at the 
antique show. 

Visitors lined up, sometimes out the door, to have 
Mr. McNamee give a history and approximate value to 
their treasures. Mr. McNamee, who is an officer for the 
Sippican Historical Society and one of the founders of 
the Marion Antique Show, said that most appraisals are 
routine. Most items aren't worth much more than $100, 
but they are priceless to the people who carefully place 
them on the table in front of him. Mr. McNamee conducts 
these weekend appraisal events for non-profit groups like 
the Rochester Women's Club, the Rochester Lands Trust, 
and the Wareham Historical Society.

Most recently, Mr. McNamee helped appraise a 
19*^ century Spanish painting by Madrazo. The painting 
was found in the attic of a Marion rental house and was 
valued at $86,000. 

The first antique that Mr. McNamee evaluated 
at the Rochester Women's Club antique show was from 
Cecilia Smith, who is also a Rochester Women's Club 
member. She waited patiently to hear more about the old 
net repair kit that had belonged to her ancestor, John D. 
Ferreira Smith. The kit included several sharp tools to 
repair fishing nets and a heavy pad to protect the hand. 
Mr. McNamee said if the kit had included baleen and 
whalebone, it would be worth as much as $1000, but since 
it wasn't, it was worth about $150. 

To Ms. Smith, the real interest was the story 
behind the kit. John D. Ferreira's name was changed to 
''Smith" because he was a coopersmith by trade. Ms. 
Smith intends on donating the item at some point to the 
Fairhaven Historical Society. 

Shirley Hartley brought in an attractive 19*^ 
century children's high chair. Mr. McNamee immediately 
identified it as an American Windsor "Arrowback" high 
chair from 1810-1820. The original piece had a footrest, 
but Mr. McNamee said that it had been kicked off by "an 
exuberant child". 

Other items at the antique show were a 19*^ 
century "splint" basket that was probably originally sold 
for 49 cents (now worth $50), a Catholic shadow box from

Uncle Inspires Dana Farber Effort

When a friend suggested running in the 2009 
Boston Marathon, Tammy Ferreira thought the idea 
was ''crazy/' But she trained and she ran it; now she is 
planning on running in the 2010 Boston Marathon, this 
time to benefit Dana Farber. 

Ms. Ferreira said that running in the Boston 
Marathon and seeing how many people ran for causes 
inspired her to raise funds for Dana Farber Marathon 
Challenge. 

The Dana Farber Cancer Institute began in 1947 
when Dr. Sidney Farber tried an experimental drug on 
16 children who were seriously ill with leukemia. When 
the drug led 10 of the children to go into remission, the 
skepticism surrounding Dr. Farber 's work led to further 
research and acceptance of cancer treatment. According 
to Dana Farber 's mission statement, they aim to "provide 
expert, compassionate care to children and adults with 
cancer while advancing the understanding, diagnosis, 
treatment, cure, and prevention of cancer and related 
diseases." The Dana Farber Cancer Institute relies on 
dedicated people like Ms. Ferreira to raise money for 
cancer research. 

Ms. Ferreira, secretary for the Planning 
Department in Mattapoisett, gleans most of her 
inspiration for fundraising from her uncle, George Ventor 
III, who lost his battle with cancer in March 2009. Ms. 
Ferreira was deeply affected by the loss of her uncle. 
'T watched what he went through, and I realized that 
everyone has a story," Ms. Ferreira said, referring to how 
many friends she realized had also lost a loved one to 
cancer. To her, raising money for cancer research and 
treatment may save heartache for another family. 

Mr. Ventor's cancer led doctors to operate on his 
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neck to prevent paralysis, but the surgery weakened him 
considerably and he never got the chance to leave the 
hospital. This holiday season will be the first one that Ms. 
Ferreira and her family will spend without Uncle George, 
and his presence is missed tremendously. 

On November 24, Ms. Ferreira conducted a 
"giveaway'' with a 42'' plasma television. She collected 
donations prior to the giveaway and selected a winner 
from the list of those who participated. 

Besides running in the Marathon to raise 
money in 2010, Tammy is selling Dana Farber t-shirts. 
She is looking for 36 businesses to sponsor the t-shirts 
for $75 each so she can then sell the shirts and donate 
the proceeds to Dana Farber. Businesses can help by 
sponsoring, and individuals can help by purchasing the 
shirts. 

"I'm trying to find little things to get me closer 
to my goal," said Ms. Ferreira, who plans on continuing 
Dana Farber efforts as long as she can. The Thanksgiving 
television giveaway alone raised $1000, which has 
inspired her to hold another fundraiser closer to New 
Year's Day, this time for a $500 gift certificate to a large 
hardware store. Those interested in entering the next 
giveaway will be able to purchase tickets between 
December 1 and 31 and the tickets are 2 for $5. 

"I won't be drawing the name, though," Ms. 
Ferreira laughed, citing the stress involved in being the 
name-puller. "I've been busy and my mind is swirling

came in at 25 minutes 41 seconds. He broke the record set 
before by Bill Mansulla, who finished with a time of 27 
minutes and 37 seconds. 

2009' s male winner, Patrick Callahan, age thirty- 
six from Needham, MA, had a time of 27 minutes and 
32 seconds. Last year's female winner Joann Mathews, 
age forty-three, from North Dartmouth, MA completed 
the race in 31 minutes, 34 seconds. Back in 1980, the male 
winner, Doug Olney of Mattapoisett (who began the race 
by dropping his keys - but continued on, nonetheless) 
had a similar time, which was 26 minutes and 51 seconds. 
Kelley Mc Sweeny won with a time of 30 minutes and 46 
seconds the same year. 

This year's race promises to be an event worth 
attending-either as a runner and participant or as a 
spectator. This race has a full forty years worth of training, 
racing, and caring for the young generation. The ORR 
seniors it supports are about to take steps into the world, 
and this is a community-centered way to show that we 
care about their future. 

In order to celebrate this anniversary properly, the 
Road Race committee is asking for past participants and 
friends to dig up any memorabilia, such as photographs, 
newspaper clippings and more to submit to Karen 
Manning.

Chuck Michaud Arena to be Dedicated

A ceremony will take place on Saturday, 
December 5 at 12:00 pm behind the Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High School as they dedicate the newly 
finished multi-sport rink facility to former ORR student 
and Coach Chuck Michaud. Roller hockey, lacrosse, 
basketball, field hockey and soccer will be able to be 
played in the new facility, which was funded entirely by 
donations and fundraising efforts. 

Chuck Michaud died in his sleep in 2000 at 
the age of 41 from complications from an old spinal 
cord injury he sustained while in college. Originally 
from Fairhaven, Chuck played hockey at Northeastern 
University where he was part of the 1979 Beanpot- 
winning Northeastern Huskies. In order to play for the 
Junior Nordiques, a Canadian Junior-League hockey 
team, (not affiliated with the Quebec Nordiques, who 
eventually became the Colorado Avalanche,) he claimed 
to be younger than he was and was eventually discovered. 

One of the largest contributions to the rink came 
from the Chuck Michaud Golf Tournament, which was 
held at the Bay Pointe Country Club in Buzzards Bay. The 
Tournament, which celebrated its eighth year this past 
August, had over 80 participants and 35 sponsors taking 
part. 

'Tor those of us that knew Chuck, we knew 
that we had to do something to honor his memory and

continue to do something he would want to do/' said 
Rory McFee, one of the key organizers /builders of the 
rink and good friend of Mr. Michaud's. ''Chuck was one 
of the best hockey players ever in this area. Easily in the 
top five. He would have been phenomenal had his health 
kept up. I know his dream was to one day coach college 
hockey. He loved working with kids and was going 
to school to be a teacher. He chaperoned [ORRJHS's] 
Survival and coached football and baseball at ORR. There 
was no phoniness to how much he loved kids." 

The rink is essentially the old Gallo Arena that 
was once in Bourne, which was reassembled by local 
contractors and the ORR/Fairhaven Hockey Team who 
donated their time.

project were sold by Mahoney's Lumber at cost. The 
dimensions of the rink run 70 feet by 170 feet, almost the 
same as the Bruins 85 feet by 180 feet. The project cost an 
estimated $45,000 in construction. 

"I expect Chuck's wife, sister, cousins, friends, 
the school committee, the hockey team, and Principal 
Brogioli, all to be there on the fifth,'' said Mr. McFee. 
"This should turn out to be a great day. Hopefully a lot of 
Chuck's old players will be there too. There are so many 
people to thank for this project. Shortly after Chuck's 
passing, we had a fundraiser game with some old Bruins 
players versus some of Chuck's old players." 

"Kevin Rodericks did ground prep work before 
the cement could be laid. Bob Rogers helped us a lot 
with permits and the conservation building committee. 
Jason Medeiros has done so much work with the golf 
tournament, and Mark White lent us a bulldozer. Retired 
Fairhaven Fire Chief Charlie Tripp, who is also a licensed 
contractor, helped build enormous amounts of things 
at the McFee home. Superintendent Cooper has been so 
supportive since we first mentioned things. These people, 
along with some many others, have put in hundreds 
of hours to see this come to life. It took three years of 
construction, but eight years of putting everything 
together. I know Chuck would be proud." 

Although the Chuck Michaud Memorial Rink 
will be open, fundraising will continue to take place, as 
money still needs to be raised for a scoreboard and for all 
the necessary lines on the ground for all of the sports.

specials on November 27, businesses in the Tri-Town 
opened their doors at normal hours and expected a slight 
increase in afternoon business. 

In the past 20 years, the Friday following 
Thanksgiving has taken on a new meaning as one of the 
top retail days of the year. Contrary to popular belief, 
it is not always the number one day - that day is often 
the Saturday before Christmas - but "Black Friday" is 
the biggest day for deals and specials, with many large 
retailers using 'Toss leaders" - sales where they actually 
lose money in order to "lead" customers into the store. 

The frenzy for Black Friday has reached such a 
pitch that there are websites dedicated to Black Friday 
shoppers so they can plan where they will get the best 
deal on each Christmas list item. Financial analysts 
also use the data from Black Friday sales to sum up the 
economic landscape. Since 2008 Black Friday sales were so 
low, there was a lot of hope for the 2009 season - would 
sales project a continued slump, or was there a chance 
that the market was recovering? 

For Tri-Town boutiques and specialty stores. 
Black Friday is actually a little slower in the beginning of 
the day, since most of the shoppers are out at the big-box 
stores. According to Jessica Kelly of Isabelle's, a specialty 
store in Mattapoisett's Ropewalk Mall, business picks 
up in the afternoon when shoppers are done with the 
craziness of Black Friday shopping. 

"When they get burnt out at the chain stores, 
they come for specialty gifts and holiday feel," said Ms. 
Kelly as she filled a bowl of snacks for shoppers at the 
entrance of her store. According to Ms. Kelly, a lot of the 
shoppers that come to the Ropewalk Mall are year-round 
and seasonal residents who want to do their shopping in a 
festive, relaxing setting.

in Marion, reflected the same sentiments as Ms. Kelly. She 
anticipated more shoppers in the afternoon, once the big 
box store door-busters are over, but she still was uncertain 
of shopper turnout. "With the economy, it's hard to tell,'' 
Ms. Balboni said. Serendipity, a specialty store on Front 
Street, is reliant on good weather to encourage shoppers 
to walk into their store. Unfortunately, this year's Black 
Friday brought heavy rains. 

"When residents entertain family, they take their 
house-guests here for local color," said Ms. Balboni, who 
said the businesses on Front Street experience a boost in 
traffic during the Marion Holiday Stroll, and during the 
Sippican Women's Club Holiday House Tour.

Scooting 

My dog is constantly rubbing his butt on the carpet. My 
mother says that it means that he has worms except that 
I have been watching for worms and have not seen any. 
What's the deal? 

You dog is showing signs of infection or distention 
of his anal glands. These are small sacs just located 
inside the rectum that contain a musky smelling fluid 
that is expressed onto the surface of the stool when 
you dog defecates. Anal gland scent acts to mark a 
dogs' territory. Causes of irritation to the sacs can be 
infection, obstruction of the duct exiting the sacs or 
most commonly allergies. Dogs that scoot, lick their 
feet obsessively or have recurrent ear infections are 
showing signs of allergies to food or something in the 
environment.

which is a dramatic increase over the occasional updates 
last year. Students can find transcripts of phone calls 
issued by ORR, the complete honor roll, and messages 
about the accomplishments of students all at the top of 
the page. There is now a student-of-the-week section, 
where different students are recognized for outstanding 
achievements or hard work, usually in conjunction with 
one of the school departments. Towards the bottom of the 
home page are resources that are available year-round, 
such as documents about health during the flu season 
and ORR's academic rubric. One link that is especially 
important to students is the Presidential Service Awards. 
Students can either set up an account online with the 
school code to keep track of their community service 
hours or print out a form that ORR uses. Students who 
complete at least 100 hours are awarded a medal at the 
end of the year. Students interested in keeping track of 
their community service hours for the award may want 
to talk to members of the ORR Community Service Club 
(CSL) for more information. 

An important link for both students and 
community members to keep track of is the school 
calendar (located in the navigation bar on the left side of 
the home page). The front office continually updates this 
calendar, posting both daily notices for the students and 
the times and location of concerts and other events for the 
entire community Dates are subject to change, of course, 
but for the most part they are accurate once placed online. 

The podcast page for the "Paul & DevoU Show," 
which is broadcast on every Monday morning over the 
intercom, was created in late September, but students are 
able to download all of the first podcasts. They can also 
subscribe to receive the recent ones as they are added 
online. Subjects discussed in the "Paul & Devoll Show" 
range from short reminders about handbook rules to 
formal explanations from the ORR staff. For example, 
when ORR was first hit by the flu season and HlNl, a 
rumor spread that if a certain number of students went 
home sick, school would be closed for a minimum of 
five days. Shortly after this rumor made its way around 
the school, Mr. Devoll announced through the show that 
there "is no magic number." Already it is clear that the

show allows the ORR staff to get their points across to the 
students without sounding patronizing or dull. 

Parents have already been told about 
PowerSchool in October, when they were given a tutorial 
sheet and logon information. Basically, PowerSchool 
is the database where ORR files its grades. During the 
term, both students and parents can go online to see 
the grades for each class (which can be broken down 
by assignment) and see the current GPA. There is also a 
function for parents to have the grades e-mailed every 
couple of weeks or so. Also, there is a function where 
students and parents can check on the graduation status. 
The chart shows the classes completed for graduation, 
the total credits earned, and the number of credits needed 
for each subject to graduate. This chart is updated at the 
end of every year. Lastly, students and parents can use 
the PowerSchool system to e-mail the teachers with any 
questions they might have. 

Other links that students might find valuable are 
in the academics section. Each teacher has their own page, 
and many post a record of the homework assignments 
online. Teachers that have a homework-posting system 
often encourage their students to check online during 
absences so that they might stay caught up with the class 
instead of falling behind. 

The last page of resources for students is the 
library page. Mrs. Kyle created a list of databases that 
ORR subscribes to. While there is no need to log on 
when using the databases on the school computers, it 
is necessary to do so when at home. When using the 
databases at home, you must go to the SAILS library 
website (http:/ / sailsinc.org) and log on using the barcode 
on your library card. The pin number is the last four digits 
of your phone number. Then, to get to the databases, you 
need to click on "home'' and then, on the right side of 
the page, "online magazines & research tools." A second 
window will open, and the same databases that ORR 
subscribes to will be listed there. Students are encouraged 
to use these resources during the spring history research 
paper assignments, since the databases open doors to 
a wide variety of resources such as transcripts, articles, 
book reviews, and book excerpts.

He explains the event 
calmly, although it does bring a smile to his face 
when he points to the room where his 
family sat to eat and then later 
watch football. 

"It felt really good, it 
was such a relief," said Mr.

Clever as a...

Fantastic Mr. Fox. With the voices of George Clooney 
and Meryl Streep. Directed by Wes Anderson. 
Running time: 87 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Moreso even than Where the Wild Things Are, 
Wes Anderson's stop-motion whimsy Fantastic Mr. Fox 
plays Hke an art film more for adults than for kids (not to 
say that kids won't also enjoy it). We may be watching 
talking foxes and badgers, but they have very grown-up 
issues. Mr. Fox (raffishly voiced by George Clooney) 
used to steal chickens for a living; he was a pro at it, and 
he loved it. But after his wife (Meryl Streep) became 
pregnant, he swore to go legit as a newspaper columnist. 
Fox's disreputable past, though, keeps calling to him, and 
soon enough he lapses back into a life of crime, to the 
chagrin of three local farmers who'll stop at nothing to 
kill Fox and his associates. 

Like every other Wes Anderson film. Fantastic 
Mr. Fox is about looking back wistfully on one's youth, 
one's glory days, pre-responsibilities, when things weren't 
as complicated. Really, I get the sense that Anderson has 
been working his way up to stop-motion: all his films 
unfold in a rigorously controlled, hermetic universe, and 
it's only a short step to filming a miniature world where 
literally nothing happens that isn't physically manipulated 
frame by frame. (Anderson is credited as the sole director, 
and certainly Fox is thematically of a piece with his 
other work, but let's not forget animation director Mark 
Gustafson and his army of animators, without whom the 
movie would remain confined to Anderson's sketchbook.) 

The throughline is simple: Fox wants food and 
safety for himself and his community — as simple as a 
Bugs Bunny short, really. So we're pulled right in, and 
as the saying goes, fairly soon we forget we're watching 
stop-motion, even though the technique calls attention to 




itself. The ads are calling Fox "groundbreaking," though 
I think what that means is that Anderson — rather than 
relying on slick CGI like everyone else — has chosen a 
consciously old-school style, one that doesn't cheat or 
hide the manipulation; the animals are designed with real 
fur, usually a no-no in stop-motion because you can't 
control its movement from frame to frame. So there is 
some wildness here after all. The style, like the theme, is 
poised gracefully between order and chaos. 

The TV commercials, of course, emphasize 
the goofy kid-pleasing moments, but most of Fox 
is gratifyingly mellow. The voice actors, including 
Anderson mainstays Bill Murray, Owen Wilson and Jason 
Schwartzman, speak to each other as if they were in a 
quirky adult comedy; nobody falsely projects, sweatily 
calling out to the back row of inattentive children. The 
color scheme is radiantly autumnal, not the usual banging- 
together of discordant hues that kiddie-flick animators 
think will hook the eye. The soundtrack is Anderson's 
typical callback to '60s tunes, including the Beach Boys 
(used surprisingly unobtrusively) and, at one point of 
tension, the Rolling Stones' "Street Fighting Man." 
That song, the last one the Stones played at the fateful 
Altamont concert, kicked up a bit of fuss in its day for its 
lyrics espousing revolution, and now it graces a children's 
film produced by 20th Century-Fox. I can see the angry 
letter- writing campaign and boycotts from here. Though, 
again, it isn't really a children's film — but tell that to 
Glenn Beck and his acolytes. 
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The cost of admission is $3 per person. 

Skate at your own risk! Hats, gloves and skates 
are required for anyone who is on the ice.
